LONDON. -- The value of gold 
plummeted on the London bullion 
market yesterday in sharp reaction 
to the decision by the U.S. and six 
European countries to scrap the 
two-tier gold system. 

The gold fali wiped out milHons 
of dollars invested by speculators 
in the metait In the biggest drop 
since the system was introduced 
five years ago. 

The London market, Europe's 
biggest, Initially quoted a price of 
$86.50 an ounce. The metal im- 
proved to a mid-morning fixing of 
$90.85 but was still $5.90 an ounce 
below ita Tuesday closing price of 
$98.75. Prices went into another 
decline in the afternoon, sliding to 
$80 an ounce by the 3 pm. official 
Tixing. 


Gold prices also took a beating 


on the Frankfurt and Paris markets. 


Gold closed $5.32 down in France 
at $95.58 an ounce and down $5.70 
at $91.63 in West Germany. 

Bullion dealers said the slump 
was caused by fears the seven coun- 
tries to the 1968 two-tier agreement 
--- especially the U.S. with its huge 
gold reserves — could now sell 
of from their stock onto the free 
market. 

Under the 1968 agreement, the 
countries bought and sold gold only 
to each other at the official U.S. 
Price of $42.22 an ounce. Prices on 
open markets were allowed to seek 
their own level on the basis of 
supply and demand.

The announcement was made in 
Washington on Tuesday night by 
U.S. Federal Reserve Board Chair- 
man Arthur Burns, who said there 
was no special significance to the 
time of the announcement and the 
subject has been under discussion 
for a long time. 

But events had overtaken the 1968 
agreement, he said, noting that there 
had been πὸ official gokd market 
since August 1971 when the U.S. 
stopped buying dollars from foreign 
central banks in exchange for gold. 

In gold-rich South Africa, acting 
Finance Minister Louwrens Muller 
sald the abolition of the two-tler 
gold price system had again em- 
phasised the need for an increase 
in the official price of the metal, 

Mr. Muller said his government 
was now reconsidering its commit- 
ments to the International Monetary 
Fund on the marketing of its gold. 
He said, “While the removal of 
artificial restraints on dealing in 
gold ts welcome, the announcement 
Serves to emphasise once again the 
unrealistic level of the present of- 
ficial gold price.” 

During the last few months there 
has been pressure for raising the 
official gold price or abandoning it 
as the cornerstone of the inter- 
national monetary system and using

Soviets perfecting 
anti-ship missile 


WASHINGTON (AP). — The So- 
viet Union is perfecting a new naval 
missile that could hit U.S. warships 
from over 640 kms. away even if 
they manoeurred to escape, U.S. 
intelligence sources report. 

The sources sald the Soviets re- 
cently resumed testing thelr longest- 
range aship-fired missile in far 
northern waters after an unexplain- 
ed seven-month lapse. 

Analysts estimate the new mis- 
sile, identified as the SSNX13, prob- 
ably will be ready for installation 
on Soviet naval vessels in about a 
year. That will increase the threat 
to an American fleet already vulner- 
able to missile attack, 

A senior navy research official 
told Congress: earHer this year that 
“from 8. fleet defensive standpoint, 
our most critical threat is presented 
by the antt-ship missile.” 

The Soviet Navy, which started 
developing anti-ship missiles years 
before the U.S. Navy recognized 
their value, already has at least 
five types with its fleets. But none 
of the present Russian naval mis- 
siles ig as far ranging or as sophis- 
tleated as the new SSNX13, accord. 
ing to intelligence sources. 

Technical details are being kept 
secret, but U.S. experts belleve that 
Russian planeg or satellites prob- 
ably would be used to help spot 
enemy ships, Information on target 
location, speed and course would 
be beamed down to Soviet surface 
vessels carrying the missiles, which 
then would be fired toward the 


Soviet article 
attacks China 
for ‘slander’ 


MOSCOW (AP).—The Soviet Union 
accused China on Tuesday of trying 
to create an “insurmountable wail’ 
between Russia and the world’s 
under-developed nations, 

An article published in the latest 
edition of the monthly magazine, 
“International Life,” charged Peking 
with “loud slander campaign” 
ing the third world to unite in oppo- 
sition to the superpowers — in 
realty against the Soviet Union— 
and of course rally around China 
under its leadership. 

The article, summarized by “Tass,” 
complained that China has attempted 
to persuade developing countries to 
“renounce” their economic ties with 
the Soviet bloc which allegedly wants

This new 
missile, called Harpoon, is radar- 
homing weapon with a huge high 
explosive warhead dnd a range of 
96 kms. 

The U.S. Navy intends to mount 
the Harpoon on destroyers, frigates 
and other surface ships. It also 
can be fired from submarines and 
aircraft. The navy plans to spend 
more than $6fm. developing the 
Harpoon ‘this year.and a similar 
amount next year, but there have 
been estimates that the total cost 
to equip the U.S. fleet will come to 
around $1,000m.
